A cigar company occupied part of the 
ground floor and basement of the big 
Symons Dry Goods Company's building.

Couldn’t Get at Flames. 

The men could not enter the seat of the 
flames, but several went through the reap 
sidewamh . windows and held the hose as 
close as they could to the.origin of the 
fire, finally, with a favorable change in 
the wind, which kept the smoke back tem- 
porarily, the firemen broke in three doors 
on the ground floor and poured the water 
in the direction of the elevator shaft. 

A perfect geyser of sparks and burning 
shingles spouted across the roofs of other 
buildings, starting flames in the Renshaw 
hall and in the Park building. From 1] 
o'clock unti] noon the Symons building 
burned free as a bonfire, and the fire. 
men confined their labors to Saving adja- 
cent property. 

The Miner, Broadway, Harvard, Argyle

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JUDGE HELD UP 
BY BOLD RUBBEI 


Columbia |s Infested With 


Judge Gary, of the Circuit Court, 
Has Most Interesting Experi- 
ence With a Knight of the 
Mask and Pis- 
tol. 


Columbia,.S. C., September 24.—Spe- 
cial.)—Judge Ernest Gary, of the state 
circuit court, was held up. and robbed 
last evening of $26 in cash, a _ gold 
watch worth $100 ang a bunch of keys. 
Two other persons were held up, one near 
the Governor's mansion, the robber se- 
curing $15 in cash, while a third man 
was relieved of $4 near the state peni- 
tentiary. 

The hold up tin the case of Gary occurred 
about 10 o'clock last night, almost in 
(front of the residence of Colonel Harwell, 
'oaf the Southern.railway. Judge Gary had 
been out calling and as he neared Colo- 
nel] Harwell's residence the higowayman 
tapped him on the shoulder, at the same 
time throwing a pistol in his face, saying: 
‘‘Hold up your G— d— hands, or I'll blow 
your head off.’ After parleying and see- 
ing that the robber was in earnest, the 
justice slightly raised both hands and was 
assisted in getting them up by the stran- 
ger. As the robber proceeded to go 
through Judge Gary’s pockets, Mr. and 
Mrs. George L, Baker were recognized 
by the judge as they crossed Bull street 
under the electric light. Seeing them, the 
robber remarkea: “I see somebody, but 
they won't bother us,” at toe same time 
placing the pistol under his victim's arm. 

Tired of the uncomfortable position, 
Judge Gary said “How long before you 
will get through your work?’’ Completing 
his job, the robber said: 

“Now get, or l’'H blow your dred head 
om”: 

This is the same language used by a 
highwayman who held up and robbed Ex- 
press Clerk Nagle of $10 earlier in the 
week. 

The man was white, had a handker- 
chief over his eyes and wore a Father 
Time beard. 

The hold up occurred in the heart of the 
residential section and was the boldest 
in the city’s history.

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IMPORTED LABOR 
10 AD LOCKOUT 


Fleven’ Manufacturers to Be 
Indicted Today, 


Government Wrftl Charge That Eng- 
lish Tile Workers Were Brought 
Over to .Take Place ot Amer- 
icans—Bad Faith Gave 
Evidence. 


New York, September 24.—After eight 
months of careful preparation, the Uni- 
ted States district attorney of this dis- 
trict, will tomorrow, according to reliable 
authority, cause the arrest of eleven 
heads of manufacturing andg contracting 
concerns of this city, on writs charging 
them with having conspired, through the 
medium of an employers’ association, 
to violate the contract laws by. the im- 
portation of foreign workingmen. 

The penalty is a fine of not less than 
$1,000 nor more than $10,000, or im- 
prisonment for not more than two years. 

It is understood that the department 
of commerce and labor is directing the 
prosecution and its agents, with the aid 
of secret service agents, prepared the 
case. This has involved many ,months 
of investigation, and the keeping since 
January last of four men, English tile 
setters, at Ellis island. It is upon the 
evidence of these men, backed by cor- 
roborative evidence, that the govern- 
ment chiefly relies. : 

Brought to Aid Lockout. 

The evidence in the case goes back to 
the lockout by the Tile, Grate ang Man- 
te] Association, an employers’ associa- 
tion, of the men of mosaic.and encaustic 
tile layers and helpers of New York and 
vicinity on August 6, of last year. To 
make the lockout a success, it is charged 
the employers’ association sent one of 
its number to England and caused ad- 
vertisementsa to appear in: papers in Eng- 
land ang Germany. offering tile setters 
$5 per day. for eight hours labor in the 
United States. 

Fifty workmen, it is alleged, were im- 
ported to the United. States at the in- 
stance of the elevén accused men, and 
were instructed to. swear falsely when 
questioneq at Ellis island by the immi- 


gration officials, as to their reasons for 
coming to America and especially to 
swear tnat they had as yet no employ- 
ment in this. country. It is algo said 
that the men were. furnished with the 
address of-one of.the. accused and or- 
dereq to report to him. 

Two weeks after the men -were im- 
ported, the lockout being a success, it is 
alleged the accused “caused”the English 
workmen to be discharged, on the 
ground that they were not famillar with 
American tools or with the methods of 
working in this country, ang was there- 
fore useless. Some of these men got 
home as best they could, but’ four of 
them carried their grievances to agents 
of the department: of commerce and lia- 
bor and rendered information on which 
an investigation wads based.

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AMY OFFICER 
LEAVES WItt 
TO KILL SELt 


Captain Godfrey, Assistant Sur- 
geon, Blows Qut His Brains 
at Fort McPherson, 


NO CAUSE IS KNOWN 
FOR DEED OF OFFICER 


Captain Godfrey Left Wife and Boy, 
Went into Dining Hoom and 
Shot Himself—Wife Enter- 
ed the Dining Room and 
Found Husband Dead. 


M. Godfrey, assistant 
surgeon, United States army, committed 
suicide Saturday night at 10 o’cloce at 
his residence on Officer's Row, Fort Mc- 
Pherson, by blowing out his brains with 
an army revolver. 

Captain Godfrey was the son of Colonel 
E. S. Godfrey, commanding officer of the 
Ninth cavalry, now stationed at fort 
Riley, Kansas. Captain Godfrey is sur- 
vived by his wife and one child, a boy. 

No cause for the suicide can be ascrib- 
ed, unless it be temporary mental aberra- 
tion, the belief that is general among the 
officers at Fort McPherson, 

The funeral of the unfortunate officer 
will be conducted this morning, at 10 
o'clock. The regiment will probably es- 
cort his remains to Atlar.ta, and a detatl — 
will acompany them to the national cem- 
etery at Marietta, where the interment 
will take place. ' 

Captain Godfrey committed § suicide 
about 10 o’clock Saturday night. He had 
been sitting in his residence with his 
wife and boy, and there was apparently 
nothing in his manner to suggest what 
was passing in his mind, that is if he 
premeditated the taking of his own life. 

About 10 dclock he left his wife and 
boy and went into the dining room of . 
his residence on Officer's Row. He closed 
the door behind him. A few minutes 
later the muffled sound of a revolver 
was heard. Mrs, Godfrey went into tke 
dining room, and found the body 9 
her husband off the floor fn a or er 
blood. Life was already extinct. 

Captain Godfrey had been at Fort Mc-. 
Pherson about three months, having 
come here from Washington some ‘ime 
before the departure of the Sixteentn in- 
fantry for the Philippines. He was 35 
years of age, and was a graduate of 
West Point. 

He was not attached to the Seventeenth, 
the regiment now stationed at Fort Mr- 
Pherson, but had been assigned to the 
post under orders direct from Washing- 
ton. 

Notwithstanding the short time that 
the Seventeenth has been stationed at 
Fort McPherson, the officers of that remt. 
ment had become rather well acquainted 
with the unfortunate surgeon, and ke 
had attained considerable popularity 
among them.

FOR CAUCASUS 


Armenians and Tartars Meet 
in Effort to Prevent 
Bloodshed. 


Baku, September 24.—A conference of 
representatives of the Armenians and Tar- 
tars under the presidency of Prince Louis 
Napoleon, governor general of the Cau- 
casus, has just been concluded, during 
which the principal] conditions of an en- 
tente were agreed upon, 

The conference decided to summon a 
general congress representing tue inhabi- 
tants of the Caucasus to meet in October, 
for the purpose of considering the causes 
of the enmity existing between the Tar- 
tars and the Armenians: resolved to urge 
upon the government the necessity for the 
adoption of prompt measures to ensure 
the safety of life and property, and ar- 
ranged that Armenians and Tartars shal) 
become mutually responsible for all mate- 
rial damage in the event of massacre or 
pillage by either side until January, 1907. 
Ten Armenians and ten Musselmans, all 
very wealthy, undertook to guarantee the 
strict observance of the agreement. 

The conference also resolved to form an 
arbitration court to consist of five Arme- 
nians and five Tartars, whieh will draft 
the details of the agreement and remove 
any difficulties that may arise. The 
agreement will become effective Octo- 


ber 1|4.

“It is to be hoped that the Karistad 
convention will give us neighbors whose 
eyes will be opened by their newly won 
sovereignty and isolated position to the 
dangers threatening their national exist- 
ence. When Norway proves by her acts 
that her policy is at one with the only 
policy possible for the Scandinavian peo- 
ples, having regard to their future, great 
joy will reign in Sweden and September 
23 will be written in our history as a 
great national day.” 

The Dagblad says: 

“Toe thanks of the whole nation are 
due to the whole. government and not to 
its individual members.”’ 


Norway. to Accept Result. 


Christiania, September 24.—The newspa- 
pers comment with bitterness-on the re- 
sult of the Karlstad conference. The tone 
of the press indicated that while some 
opposition is probabie, the result wilil -be 
accepted by the majority as the best con- 
clusion possible. The Verdens Gang says: 

“We are convinced that our delegates 
accepted only what ‘was necessary for 
the maintenance of peace, and not what 
would be prejudicial to the Norwegian 
people.’’

DOORS OF TRAINS 
WILL BE LOCKED 


Chattanooga Quarantine Reg- 
ulations Are Made More 
Stringent, 


Chattanooga, Tenn., September 24.—The 
board of health has adopted more strin- 
gent quarantine measures by the issuance 
of the following order: 

“On and after this date all trains ar- 
riving at Chattanooga shall be locked 
and turned over to the inspector in 
charge of depot at Chattanooga and no 
person shall be released until it is order- 
ed by said inspector.’ Train inspectors 
will notify the train crews of this order 
and see that ft is carried out to the 
letter.’’ 3 

This is in addition to the recent. strin- 
gent measure which requires every per- 
son coming into the city to have a cer- 
tificate of health signed by a city, coun- 
ty or state authority. 

Petitions circulated here among the 
merchants and other business men ask 
that leniency -be extended to people liv- 
ing within this city’s patronizing territo- 
ry. This petition received hundreds of 
signatures asking the board of health to 
permit people from the neighboring towns 
and surrounding country to come here 
unmolested to do their trading. Following 
the receipt of that petition comes the 
order that all trains must be brought 
into the city with doors locked and be 
kept locked during whatever time an in- 
spector may occupy in prosecuting a 
cross examination of passengers. 

Trade Falls Off. 

In the circulation of the petition it de- 
veloped that merchants complained very 
generally of the falling off of out-of-town 
trade to a very great extent lately—since 
these late orders went into effect. It was 
stated that a general determination had 
been made by people at Cleveland and 
adjoining town to go to Knoxville to do 
their buying of goods. J. C. Conn, dis- 
trict passenger agent of the Queen and 
Crescent, stated that his company would 
be compelled to take off the local accom- 
modation trains because of lack of pat- 
tronage. Instances have been told of 
persons in considerable number coming 
here with money to spend, but no heaith 
certificates in their pockets, and being 
compelled to return to their homes or 
otherwise leave the city, n@ matter what 
claims they made regarding their DPlace 
of residence.

CREAT DIAMOND 
COMES TO LICHT 


Found in South Africa 


It May Be a Portion of the Great 
Cullinan Diamond—Stone is 
Four Times the Weight of 
the Famous Kohinoor 
Stone. 


Special Cable. 

London, September 24.—The announce- 
ment by the Exchange Telegraph com- 
pany that another large diamond has 
been found on the Premier Diamond com- 
pany’s property is especially striking in 
that it comes within 24 hours of Sir 
William Crooke’s intimation at Kimber- 
ley that other portions of the great 
Cullinan diamond were likely to be 
found. 

The Cullinan diamond, weighing 3,025 3-4 
carats, or 1.37 Ibs. avoirdupois, is the 
largest in the world, while the diamond 
whose discovery is now announced is 
said to be practically flawless and 
weighs 460 carats, or nearly four times 
the weight of the famous Koh-i-noor 
after its second cutting. No details of 
the find ‘are so far forthcoming, and at 
the London office of the company it 
was stated yesterday that no official 
information respecting the discovery had 
been received. 

In his lecture at Kimberley Sir William 
Crookes, speaking of the Cullinan dia- 
mond, which was discovered in January 
last, said: “It is a fragment, probably 
less than half of a distorted octahedral 
crystal; the other portions still await 
discovery by some fortunate miner. 
Through this uneqwmilled stone I passed 
a beam of polarised light in various di- 
rections, and could see colours in all 
cases, the brightest appearing when the 
light passed along the greatest diameter— 
about four inches. Here the colours 


were very fine, but no regular figure 
was to be seen. These observa.cons 


show that the diamond is in state of 
internal strain.’’ 

Sir William also made the interesting 
statement that more diamonds are found 
in fragments and splinters than in per- 
fect crystals, and that although these 
splinters and fragments must be derived 
from the breaking up of a large crystal 
yet in only one instance have pieces been 
found which could be fitted together, 
and these occurred at different levels.

Six of the employing printers who de- 
clined to sign the eight hour scale effec- 
tive in January next are still at outs 
with the members of the craft who walk- 
ed. out last week. They are Byrd, La- 
Hatte, Montag, Bennett, Turner and Dit- 

tler Brothers. 
The Franklin, which at first declined, 
has since accepted the terms and the 
old employees have returned to work. 

In all there are 27 of the printers now 
on strike. From the Byrd Printing house 
fifteen went out, from LaHatte’s there 
were three, from Bennett's two, from 
Montag's one, from Turner’s five and 
from Dittler’s two.

It is expected that when the 
exact state of the American wheat crop 
is known, it will be ascertained whether 
foreign wheat can be profitably im- 
ported.

The best part of this bill is its cap- 
tion. Its purpose is all right. That 
something should be done to “pro- 
hibit corporations from making 
money contributions in connection 
with political elections’ will be 
agreed by every citizen who believes 
in the purity of elections. The ne- 
cessity for such legislation cannot 
be questioned. 

But the penalties of the Chandler 
bill are entirely inadequate. There 
is nothing in its provisions that 
would stop the iniquitous practice 
which the insurance investigations 
have disclosed, and the existence of 
which has been known to all men— 
certainly in the last three presiden- 
tial contests which resulted Mm re- 
publican victories. 

What is needed is legislation pro- 
viding for the surrender of the char- 
ters of offending corporations and for 
drastic punishment of responsible of- 
ficials. 

Nothing short of penalties of this 
character would affect réal results. 
Whether this is practical may be an 
open question; but there can be no 
doubt that unless the stockholders 
in corporations are made to under- 
stand that their business will be 
wiped out if such a prohibitory law 
is defied, and unless officers of such 
corporations find themselves in dan- 
ger of prison sentences, no such leg- 
islation can be effective.

The attention of the medical world 
has just been drawn to a new anas- 
thetic for which wonderful properties 
are claimed. This is called “scopo- 
lamine;:” and Philadelphia dispatches 
tell of some remarkable results ob- 
tained from it. 

This is said to have marvelous prop- 
erties. One thirty-second of a grain 
is all that is necessary to produce 
unconsciousness. The drug is inject- 
ed hypodermically, the patient falls 
asleep in the most natural way and 
knows or feels no disturbance even 
after he awakes. This is usually five 
hours after the anasthetic has been 
used. 

In the experiments at St. Agnes 
hospital, Philadelphia, the surgeons 
do not begin their operations until 
about two hours after the injection 
of the fluid, and it is claimed that 
the best possible results have been 
obtained.

Only Best Goods Wanted. 

American textile and other manu- 
facturers are studying the psychology 
of the Oriental trade as never before. 
They have sold comparatively large 
quantities of goods in Asian latitudes 
now for several years, but it may be 
safely assumed that, they are just now 
rousing to the large possibilites open 
to skillful and persistent commercial 
missionary work in the countries 
washed by the Pacific. 

At present that boycott looks us in 
the face with rather menacing ex- 
pression, but we are optimists enough 
to believe that it will be presently 
adjusted to mutual satisfaction. 
Therefore, every hint that bears help- 
fully on our trade policy in China 
and the vicinity should receive seri- 
Ous attention from the interests most 
directly involved. 

The following extract from a report 
of Consul Andersen, of Amoy, China, 
exPlains the toothold American. tex- 
tiles have obtained in that nation and 
outlines a policy that is imperative 
if we would hold tne ground gained 
and push our advantage still farther. 
We quote at some ljength, since the 
report is eminently practical and deals 
with conditions with . which every 
southern and national manufacturer 
should be familiar: 

If there is one thing I feel it my duty 
to Impress upon the American cotton 
manufacturer it is the need of main- 
taining his products at as high a qual- 
ity as they have. had in the past. In 
spite of demand at home and in 92ther 
portions of the world; in spite of high- 
priced ootton. and high-priced Int 
bor; in spite of of unfavorable ex- 
change, manipulated first of all to the 
disadvantage of the American exporter; 
in spite of the fact that the markets for 
imported cotton in China have been held 
by others, and the fact that most of the 
American cotton goods sold in China are 
sold by non-Americans, the American 
cotton manufacturers have moved stead- 
ily upward. 

The amount of cotton goods they have 
sold in China in-the fiscal year just clos- 
ing demonstrates that, even allowing for 
an unusual change and a particularly fa- 
vorable turn of affairs they are capturing 
the Ohinese market. There is just 
one reason for this state of things—they 
are selling better goods for the same 
money than are sold by others. The 
whole story is one of quality, and this 
story is to be told from Manchuria to 
Canton. 

It is doubtful if there is another people 
on earth as good judges of value as the 
Chinese. Their average possession of 
worldly goods is so smal. that what chey 
do have they know all about. The mar- 
gin between their earnings and their ex- 
penses is so small, where there is any 
at all, that every expénditure is watched 
with the utmost care. They are a thor- 
oughly clothed people, even in the south- 
ern provinces, and clothing is even more 
of a social necessity with them than it 
is with other nations: professing to be 
further advanced in civilization. It goes 
without saying that anything that af- 
fects their clothing affects them directly 
and at once. Practical!y the basis of all 
their clothing is cotton. or, in the case 
of the well-to-do, a measure of silk 
China’s position as an authority on silks 
has been acknowledged and admitted by 
the world for centuries, and yet chere 
seems to be a disposition on the part of 
some foreign manufacturers to deny the 
same knowledge of cotton. 

I think that, without doubt, the Chi- 
nese people as a whole are the oest 
judges of ordinary grades of cotton man- 
ufactures on earth. When it is consi1d- 
ered that possibly nine-tenths of the peo- 
ple in a population of about 400,000,900 
have an intimate knowledge of cuocton 
as it is grown in the fleld, as it Js gath- 
ered, ginned and carded, spun, woven 
and dyed, a knowledge not secured vica- 
riously or theoretically, but by actual) 
labor with the staple for clothing for 
their own family, it ought to be realized 
what the cotton proposition tn cChinr 
really is. It should be realized mos: 
thoroughly by every American manufac- 
turer that, while American cottons may 
be comparatively new in China, cotton 
manufacture itself has been here almost 
as many centuries as most of the Amer- 
ican factories have existed years, and 
other foreign cottons have been com‘ng 
here for many years. 

There is no insinuation that our 
‘manufacturers have been dumping off 
“shoddy” or inferior goods on the 
Orientals, and we do not believe they 
could be tempted to that policy in 
the future. {t should, however, be 
borne in mind that the Chinese are 
among the most acute judges and best 
business men in the world. They may 
be tricked once in trade, but the same 
man rarely has the opportunity a sec- 


ond time. 

The United States is not building 
for a day or year in our Chinese com- 
mercial campaign. Our present ac- 
tions must exert a vita] influence on 
our prospects and our profits in that 
portion of the world for a long reach 
into the future. We are facing now, 
and will face tomorrow and the next 
day, the most subtle and intelligent 
competition. It is, therefore, obvious 
that our current policy must be di- 
rected more with an-eye to ultimate 
and permanent harvests than to the 
gains of the moment. 

This logic is not confined to the 
south or to the exporters of cotton 
goods. It applies with impartial force 
to every manufacturing interest in the 
United States, whatever the nature or 
the volume of its product, |

ON GUBERNATORIAL RACE} 
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“The death of Charley O’Ferrall. once 
governor of Virginia, has removed from 
this earth one of the most remarkable 
men the old Dominion ever producei,” 
said a well-known Atlantan yesterday. 
“I’m a native of the old state, and I 
know O’Ferrall in his Doyhood days. I 
knew him when the people of Morgan 
county, now in West Virginia, elected 


him clerk of the county court before he 


laws of Virginia recognized him as a 
man. Why? His father had been clerk 
of Morgan county for years, and Chariey 
O’Ferrall had worked in the office with 
him. Like thé son the father was a sol- 
dier and did his part in the Mexican 
war. In the latter °50s he died of 
wounds received while he was following 
Scott into Mexico. He left a family and 
the people of Morgan county elected the 
son to fill the fathers place. That's 
how it was that he was given an office 
before he was a man. And he filled that 
office wel] just as long as he held it. 
But within a year or so the war between 
the states came on, and Charley O’Fer- 
rall dropped his pen, closed his books, 
and while yet a minor joined the confed- 
erate army. He went into the cavalry, 
and within a short time was given a lieu- 
tenancy in his company. Fearless, 
dashing and ever ready to execute any 
order entrusfed to him he rapidly went 
to the front and at the close of the war 
was a colonel. Had the war lasted ten 
days longer O’Ferrall would have been 
a genéraj, for his commission had been 
issued, and was in*transit when Appo- 
mattox was reached. Months later that 
commission reached O’Ferrall. He wags 
then running a hotel in Lexington, V4a., 
and was faking a law course at the 
Washington and Lee university. It was 
something like a comedy—that delivery 
of Charley O’Ferrall’s commission as a 
general. The officer to whom the com- 
mission was entrusted having failed to 
deliver it during the war, put a United 
States stamp on it and dropped it in 
the mail. S80 a commission issued by a 
dead government came to a man to 
whom the commission was no good. 

“But O’Ferrall was a man of worth in 
civil life. as he was a man on the bat- 
tlefield,’- continued the Virginian. “rs 
was O’Ferrall who first suggested that 
West Virginia should pay a portion of 
the debt, hanging over the old state ifter 
the war. West Virginia had the mineral 
wealth of the old commonwealth, and 
about one-third of the public improve- 
ments. O’Ferrall suggested that the twe 
states meet and adjust the indebtedness. 
and out of that suggestion came the re- 
adjustment movement. O’Ferrall fought 
the republicans like he fought the ‘ed- 
eral soldier, and for the many years ha 
was in congress there was no stronger a 
democrat nationally than he. But he 
loved the old state more than he ioved 
the union, and for that reason he was 
always a bone of contention, even up to 
the time he became governor of *ho 
state he loved so well. He was a ‘ov- 
ing boy. a good county clerk, a brave 
confederate soldier, a ioyal legislator. a 
good congressman, an excellent governor 
and now, in death, he will be given the 
love and devotion of every student o* 
the history of the Old Dominion.”

Platform of Alabama Candidate 
Praised by Officials,

Montgomery, Ala., September 24.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The address of Dr. R. M. Cunning- 
ham, candidate for the gubernatorial 
nomination at the. hands of the state 
democracy, given to the public SaturT- 
day morning, has made a distinct adi 
pression at the capital in favor of bis 
ambitions, and there is a well definel 
impression that he has taken the wind 
out of the sails of Hon. B. B. Comer. 
He seems to have grasped the idea that 
Mr. Comer wanted sent out to the ef- 
fect if a man fully in line with rate reg- 
ulation came forward for the office vf 
chief executive, he, Comer, would not 
make the race. . 

State officials agree that the address 
of Dr. Cunningham is strong, and char- 
acteristic of the man. He has made h's 
position plain, and has not trimmed. He 
has discovered what to him seems un- 
wholesome practices on the part of the 
railroad lines, and would give the offi- 
cers of the state the right to see that 
these irregularities are brought into line 
with what he thinks is the right thing. 
As he has seen the issues he has planted 
himself upon them, it is pointed out, and 
though there may not be absolute agree- 
ment with him it is a fact that no man 
doubts that he is honest, and stands 
for changes he suggests, because he bve- 
lieves they are for the best for all of 
the people. 

Comer Read Out. 

It is agreed among the officials at the 
capitol that in the light of the state- 
ments of Mr. Comer that if a man stand- 
ing for rate reform came out strong 
enough he would not think it necessary 
to make the race, Dr, Cunningham has 
read the great apostle of railroad regz‘l- 
lation out of the running entirely.

HBPRE are probably few people in 
T Atlanta that know of the public play 

ground just beyond the Exposition 
cotton mills, at the extreme end of Marit- 
etta street, established by the Exposition 
Union Sunday school. Certainly there are 
hundreds of people of Atlanta who would 
be delighted to know that on this play 
ground an army of little children who 
toll in the Exposition cotton mills find 
pleasure and recreation every afternoon 
after work hours and breathe the fresh 
air of the’ evening. 

The land for this humane institution 
was furnished by President Preston Ark- 
wright, of the Georgia Railway and Elec- 
tric Company. Swings and jogling boards 
and other apparatus that provide pleas- 
ure of the children have been provided 
and those in charge of the institution 
hope to add to the apparatus in a short 
time, Saturday afternoon more than [100 
factory children were gathered on the 


ground in the very height of enjoyment. 
Boys and girls, some with faces marked 
too soon with trouble lines, were there 
having all the pleasures and delights that 
are enjoyed even by the little bread win- 
ners of the mills. 

The management of the play ground is 
under a committee, with W. M. Long- 
don, an employee of the cotton mill, as 
chairman. Mr. Longdon is also singing 
master of the factory Sunday school. 

The factory boys are represented on 
the committee.-The officials of the fac- 
tory say that the play ground is a great 
thing for the children. Their afternoon 
outings keep them from wasting away 
in the heat and labor of the factory and 
tend to make them better workers.

BAR CIVILIAN PHYSICIANS. 


Hereafter All Recruits Will Be Ex-. 
amined By Army Surgeons. 
Washington, September 2!1.—The work 
of civiian physicians in examining Te- 
cruits for the army has proved so unsat- 
isfactory that their services wil] De en- 
tirely dispensed with in that. capacity, 

after September 30, next, 

This decision is contained in general or- 
ders issued at the wag department toe; 
day. The fees to civilian physicians for’ 
this work has averaged $60,000 annually, 
Complaints from army officers of the bad 
physical condition of recruits have been 
increasing, and the government hag been 
put to great expense in issuing equipment 
and paying transportation for men en- 
tering the service who had to be con- 
demned and discharged before they had 
rendered any service, because of glaring 
Physical defects. 

The lack of officers in the medica] de- 
partment of the army makes it impossible 
to detHll such officers with recruiting of- 
fices. The plan which will be put into 
operation the first of the month will be: 
to have recruits examined thoroughly for 
by recruiting officers, 
who will follow strictly the manual of the 
army. 

On acceptance the recruit will be sent 
to the nearest depot, where he will be 
put through a rigid medical examination 
by the regular post surgeon,

First. Our regard for men. Carlisle

Hiow often we find it true that 
worahip themselves. Self interest 
seif-glory, even in their. work 
Master. Self-aggrandizement is 
their highest concern and 
chiefest ambition. 

Hiow often we find today men who tre 
worshipers of some character. it may 
be a character that Uves and moves t%- 
day. There is no objection to the 2d- 
miration of great men—men who have 
ome down to us through the ages as 
because of some noble deed done, 
men who by virtue of their own 
and power, are making for them- 
names which stand out prumt- 
nently in the present history of the 
But admiration of character 's 
one thing, hero worship is another. How 
we hear, even in the churenh 
of the Lord Jesus, such expressions as. 

if I were only as goog as he I would 
be satisfied.”’ This is a mistake. Chris: 
iS our model—no one should feel satisfied 
until he is like Christ. Two bovs we;e 
ciscussing farming. One said to *he 
Other: “If I can only be such a farmer 
as father, I shali pe satisfied.” Thu 
other was a rather rough spoken chap, 
and he said, in his characteristic ione: 
“Well, if I don’t beat dad farming, then 
ru quit.” This was a laudabie ambi- 
tion. it should be the desire of ever 
rising man to so conduct himself tha: 
when the sum total of his life has ber 
made up he will excel the lives of his ar- 
cestors. And so should be the aspira- 
tion in Christian life. Bow to no exam- 
ple, saye the example of Jesus Christ. 
Through Him we may hope to stand- on 
the topmost round of the ladder of Chris- 
tian possibilities. 


Church House Idolatry. 

Seoond. It ts seen in our housese :f 
worship. Some men have strange concep- 
tions of the church. They look upon the 
church house as the holy of holies—the 
only place where dwells the spirit of 
God. I knew a man who made his brags 
that he never entered a church house, 
though alone, without taking off his hat 
when he entered the duor. Such rever- 
ence, he gaid, had been implanted in his 
heart by his father from his youth, And 
yet to my knowledge that man regarded 
not the precepts, nor the example of his 
heavenly Father in scarcely the slightest 
degree. To me, the church house is no 
mere sacred than the house in which I 
sleep, which I call my home. Christ has 
said much more about my conduct in my 
than in my church. house, I be- 
lieve in decency everywhere. In my 
home no man is allowed. to be indecent. 
I would not @ddre to be such myself. So 
in the church house, it has its rules of 
etiquette, but further than this. the 
church is ne more than my dwelling 
house. Some people are very reverential 
ia the church house, they spurn the idea 
of desecrating it, and yet in their homes 
lives like cats and dogs.

The heart is the mainspring 
life. The human body, after all, is 
the only sacred temple -of God. In it 
dwells the Holy Ghost. Let us be care- 
ful, then, lest we desecrate this His only 
sacred throne here on earth. 

A good deal of this form of jdolairy, 
too, arises from a. false conception of 
life. We hear a great deal today about 
the sacred apd the secular, and much 
time and force are lost in trying to keep 
the sacred from the secular, 
whereas. in the light of God’s truth, there 
secular and sacred life for one 
The creative touch of God was 
never given to anything which is not 
sacred and holy. The man who stands 
behind his counter, who sits at his desk, 
or works at his work bench, is doing a 
work as sacred unto God as the man 
who occupies a position as a minister, 
provided he is a Christian. Oh, that 
Christians would think that everything 
they touch is sacred; and for the way in 
which they touch it they shall, at least, 
have to give an accoumt. 

This error is also seen in the’ false 
estimate which we place upon the church 
itself: we make up our estimate largely 
of the power of the people by the house

A prominent infidel was once asked to 
State the weakest point in the Christian 
church, “Professing what it does not 
practice,” said he. I am ashamed to say 
this is true. We trust too much in our 
professions, in our creeds, Every church 
has it creed. I know some of us #ay 
we have none; but the fact is, every 
system of religion has either a written, 
or an unwritten creed or profession of 
faith behind it. In these old, dry, worn- 
out professions of ours too many are 
trusting for salvation. . Our ideal {s no 
higher than the church to which we be- 
long. If we are in doubt as to the 
right or wrong in a given thing, to what 
source do we apply for advice? Is ‘t 
not our custom to apply to the voice of 
the chureh to which we belong? This 
may, tO a certain extent, be right, but 
we carry it too far. Trusting to its 


| Standard of right, we go no higher thaa 


our surroundings. 

Some years ago IL was present at an 
association at. which they were discuss- 
ing @ resolution to expel any man from 
fellowship in a church who habitually 
During this dis- 
cussion, a brother arose and simply uask- 
ed the question, ‘‘Is it Christ-like?” This 
question was not answered. The resolu- 
tion was lost, and in the eyes of the 
congregation this man was defeated: but 
in reality was he defeated? No. in his 
defeat he was a hero. Is it like the 
Master? He is our model. “If any man 
would be my disciple, let him deny him- 
self, take up his cross, and follow Me.” 
Again I say, He should be the Chritsian’s 
model of right living. Let the world turn 
loose its dead ritualism and meaningless 
ceremonies, which, to a great extent, 
furnish the frame work of a dead and 
lifeless Christianity. Let it behold. the 
Master in His burning desire to snatch 
the souls of men from the world of ruin 
and despair. Let it follow Christ; make 
Him the Lord and tife of the church, ‘f 
it would save itself from the cusrse of 
idolatry.

It ig said 
that. when at last, in fire ana blood, his 
Star went down on Waterloo’s bloody 
fleld, never to rise again, and they put 
him, poor, weak and helpless, on ship to 
‘(ransport him to a desert island, there 
were men who came and begged the 
privilege of being bound with him, going 
into exile with him, living with him, and 
dying with him. There were men in that 
army who, after the fall, wen; to St. 
Helena, and, when he died, laid him out 
and buried him. No funds. were left to 
minister to his grave, but we find men 
who said. ‘We want no salary,’’ shoul- 
dered their muskets, and there, day and 
night, for seventeen long years, without 
money and without price; those faithful 
sentinels tramped by that lonely grave, 
until at last his body was transported 
to France and placed in that beautiful 
mausoleum. 

The reason he was invincible and set 
France on fire, and made a new chapter 
in the history of the world, was because 
men believed in him. Following him 
was not a philosophy. Even in defeat, 
they believed in him. Belief in him had 
become a passion. There was no putting 
out the fires that blazed in their breasts. 

So should Christ be to His followers, 
only more so. His divine personality and 
his great mission should so sieze us that 
we would wait for no creed or formula, 
but, moved by His spirit, we would ifve 
to serve: 
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Rev. A. R. Holderby, D. D., the pascor, 
conducted the morning service at Moore 
Memorial Presbyterian church. He took 
his text from Isaiah 58; !: “Cry aloud, 
gspart not,.-lift up thy voice lke a trume- 
pet and show my people their transgres- 
sion and the house-of Jacob, their sins.”

Money is the great idol of these Jatter 
days, and the church bows before this 
idol. That the church is largely domi- 
nated by the money power cannot be de- 
nied. 

“What pulpits are preaching the vid 
doctrine of eternal punishment? Such 
doctrines are not fashionable today. The 
church is tired. of them, and will not 
hear them. 

“What about the sins of intemperance, 
gambling, Sabbath desecration and adul- 
tery? Who cries out against these 
things? They tell us that these things 
do not belong to the gospel. 

“God commands his ministers to cry 
out against these evils, and spare not. 

‘‘The church is responsible for the ex- 
istence of the saloon and for the noo; 
selling business. These evils could not 
exist ff the church would but exercise 
her God-given power. Saloon men aro 
bold to say that they could not run 
their business if the churches were to 
practice what they preach. Shame on 
the church. Let the responsibility of 
these erving evils rest where it belonga.

Schools in the city will occupy seats on 
the platform and the Sunday schoo! pupils 
will occupy the largest part of the audi- 
torium seats. John M. Green, president 
of the Sunday School Union, will pre- 
side. 

The little boys and girls of the First 
Baptist church will oave special numbers 
on the programme, but the children of 
all Baptist Sunday schools will take part 
in the singing. There will be three ad- 
dresses, all of them’short, by the follow- 
ing well-known men: Hon. W. J. Neal, 
of Cartersville; George W. Andrews, state 
superintendent-of Haptist Sunday schools, 
and Professor George W. Macon, of Mer- 
cer university. 

The Sunday schoo] pupils in every Bap. 
tist ohurch in the city are looking for- 
ward eagerly to this rally, the object of 
which will be simply to stimulate inter- 
est in Sunday school work. 
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At St. Mark church the Sunday school 
observed the annual orphans’ day, as ap- 
pointed by the church. The collection 
was more tnan double any ever given by 
the school before, $87.88 being received. * 

The morning sersfion was by Rev. J. 
H. Eakes, presiding elder of Atlanta dis- 
trict, from the text, Acts xl, 26: “And 
the disciples were called Christians first 
in Antioch.” 

He said in part: 

“The text gives one very important fact 
in Christian history. After the martyr- 
dom of Stephen the disciples were scat- 
tered widely, but wherever they went 
they preached the gospel with wonderful 
power, attended by the sound conversions 
of many thousands who were added to 
the church. 

“The application of the word Chris- 
tian to the disciples has been variously 
interpreted, some say it was given in 
derision, some as distinctive in a day 
of many sects, some as being divine in 
its origin, and other and varied reasons 
are offered. It matters not how it origi- 
mated; it is true this day, however, that 
the name is honorable. The man who 
wears this name worthily today is hon- 
ored and respected by all men. 

“Christian character is constituted of 
more than church membership; the ob- 
servance of certain forms of ritual and 
knowledge of the principles and polity 
of any special Christian church. Nor, in- 
deed, is a creed the substance of it. These 
things being excluded as essential to it 
the crucial question is what is it that 
makes Christian character? It is simply 
a faith in the Lord Jesus Christ. Repen- 
tance is only preparatory to the exercise 
of faith in Christ. It is but the breaking 
up of the soil to receive the seed. 

“Tt takes life to develop Christian char- 
acter and it takes death to crown it. We 
look beyond the deprivation, sacrifice 
and suffering of life to the unseen and 
eternal things that are to be known in 
the crown that awaits all who are faith- 
ful even unto death. St. Paul’s glorious 
announcement as he was doomed to the 
death that. Nero ordered still has the 
calm assurance Paul felt when he wrote 
to Timothy ‘his beloved son in the gos- 
pel, ‘I am now ready to be offered and 
the time of my departure is at hand. l 
have fought a good fight, I have finished 
my course. I have kept the faith; .hence- 
forth -there is laid up for me a crown of 
righteousness which the Lord, the right- 
eous judge, shall give me at that day;

Answer—I regret that I am not able 
to Suggest what the disease is, nor a 
remedy. I have never heard or read of 
just such a malady. It %s possible that 
he has been poisoned by partaking of 
the flesh of some diseased dead carcass. 


DISEASE OF Cows. 


Our cows. I had two that would have 


panted a great deal; all seem to be af- 
fected alike ‘except blood passes from 
some and not from others. They gener- 
ally die in three or four days from time 
of taking. Can you name disease and 
give remedy. 

Answer—Assuming that ‘blood passes 
from some’ means. that the urine is 
bloody, I would say that the disease is 
hematuria, commonly called bloody urine, 
especially if the blood is found in clots. 
But blood in the urine that will not clot 
may indicate Texas fever, anthrax, etc. 
You do not say from what source the

M. S. Oswalt. Pocahontas, Miss.: 1 
write to give a bit of information with 
reference to corn suckers bearing ears 
of corn. For the Jast three years I 
have been growing good ears of vorn 
on suckers. I plant on a low bed, and 
as soon as the suckers are large enough 
to bear it, I put a Plenty of dirt to it 
with a turning plow. The suckers then 
have a plenty of earth in which to 
take root. The truth of the matter 
is this: If the sucker can draw its sup- 
port through its own. roots, it will bear 
a perfect ear of corn: but if it has 
no earth in which to take root, but 
must draw its support from the parent 
Stalk, the corn and: tassel come to- 
gether. If the suckers are thus en- 


Stalk will bear almost as much as if 
the suckers had been taken off. I don't 
think it is in the variety of corn that 
I have. It is a large eared corn, that 
has been grown here in Hinds county 
for a number of years. It is not merely 
an occasional thing for me to get corn 
off of suckers, as nearly all of them 
bear. I frequently get two good ears 
from the parent stalk and a good ear 
and a nubbin from each of two suckers. 
I think. this a very good yteld for a 
variety that will shell out a bushel to 
sixty-four . ears,

ALFALFA CULTURE, BERMUDA AND

M. H. Gaskins, Chesterfield, S. .$ 
(1) I want to plant some alfalfa. -I 
have grown some in my garden. I think 
I mentioned the preparation and the 
fertilization. I want to know when 
would be best time to plant in my coun- 
ty. Should I seed it in September or 
October? Would it stand the winter? 
What I have tried was seeded in the 
spring. (2) I have a piece of bottom 
land very ‘well drained, enough sand 
in it to make it loose and pliable. Will 
it grow bermuda? Would you plant the 
seed or the roots? How many pounds 
roots will it take to plant an acre?

It seems to 
blind her a great deal (2) Please teli 
me what will keep weevils out of ear 
corn after it is gathered and put in 
barn or crib. (3) Also tell me whit 
will take small seeq warts off of a cow's 
teats. 

Answer—(!) It is probably the result 
of an attack of keratitis or inflammatioa 
of. the corner of the eyeball, and is now 
in the suppurative stage. Place her in 
a darkened stable, give green or sloppy 
food and administer 4 ounces of Glau- 
ber’s salts in |! quart of water once &@ 
day. Also apply to the eyeballs several 
time a day a little of a lotion of 3 grains 
of nitrate of silver (lunar caustic) ani f 
grain of sulphate of morphia. If ulcer- 
ation occurs, dust into the eyes twice a 
day powdered calomel, or apply to the 
eyelids a salve of yellow oxide of mer- 
curv, 5 per cent in lanolin. (2). The use 
of carbon bisulphate has been strongly 
recommended as a remedy for corn wee- 
vils and other insects. Allow one tea- 
spoonful for each cubic foot of space in 
the mass of corn and place it In one or
